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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a root-mean-square (RMS) meter, 
comprising: using equal duty cycles, combining the root-mean-square signal and the 
inverted root-mean-square signal by periodically switching between the two signals as 
called for in claims 1 and 10. Therefore, claims 1-18 are presently allowed.
